Editorial Column. 


T H E C A L H O U N M ISTR IA L . 


The trial of Patrick Calhoun for alleged bribery in con­ 
nection with the trolley franchise granted by the boodling 
board of supervisors of San Francisco to the United Rail­ 
roads, resulted in a disagreement of the jury. Ten of the 
jurors were for acquittal and two for conviction. On the 
first ballot they stood 8 to 4 in favor of acquittal; two of the 
minority were quickly won over. The jury had bccyi out 
only twenty four hours—a remarkably short time for such a 
protracted trial—when they were finally discharged, on 
motion of assistant district attorney Hency. Notwithstand­ 
ing the assertions of the pair of hold-outs, it is more than 
probable they would have come over to the majority in the 
course of another twenty-four hours lock-up. The case is 
one of the most prolonged and costly criminal trials in the 
history of the United States. It lasted five months, three of 
which were consumed in selecting a jury. For more than 
two years the indictment—and sixteen similar ones all grow* 
iug out of the same transaction—had been hanging over the 
president of the United Railroads, notwithstanding that he 
had been from the outset clarmorous for a speedy trial. 
In face of the statement of the prosecution to the contrary, 
it is very improbable that the case will be tried again. With 
au army of sleuths, confessed boodlers and men willing to 
serve both sides at the same time, and a system of espionage 
that has never been paralleled in the criminal annals of the 
state, the prosecution heavily handicapped itself in public 
estimation, and as the outcome shows in the minds of the 
jurors. Fair-minded men do not take kindly to methods 
that assume that every man is a rogue and needs watching. 
This one trial has cost San Francisco over fifty thousand 
dollars. How much more has been contributed by the 
Spreckels-Phelau crowd in the misnamed cause of civic 
righteousness, will probably never be known. It looked 
more like a revengeful attempt to break up the United 
Railroads in the interest of would-be competitors than an 
effort to purify the city government of San Francisco. 
Notwithstanding all the hullabaloo raised by 
the 
Spreckels-Heney conglomeration aboutj civic virtue and the 
regeneration of San Francisco, we believe the standing of the 
jury very fairly represents the condition of public opinion on 
the Calhoun case. That is to say, u o l more than one iu six 
of the population believe that Calhoun is guilty of any 
crime, or would vote him guilty under the miserably patched 
up evidence produced at the trial. 
Sau Francisco, one 
would think, would be heartily sick of the whole wretched 
business. There is little doubt that money, and a large sum, 
from the United Railroads went to Abe Ruef; that Ruef used 
it for au unlawful purpose; but that does not necessarily 
imply that Calhouu or any official of the company, was 
criminally involved iu the transaction. And yet Calhouu— 
than whom no mau has done as much to resurrect the .city 
from its desolation by earthquake and fire— is made the butt 
of the whole graft prosecutions. It is little else than the 
outcome of a feud—a war declared by Spreckels and others 
against the United Railroads for mercenary and personal 
ends.

TA RIFF TINKERING. 


We are willing to admit that the leading idea in the de­ 
mand of the republican platform couceruing revision of the 
tariff, was a revision downward. At the same time, it was 
understood that the republican principle for protection of 
home industries and American labor was to be adquatelv 
maintained. The claim had gone forth, that the high tariff 
011 some articles had fostered monopoly, crushed out com­ 
petition, and enabled the home manufacturers to secure un­ 
reasonably heavy profits. Iu some cases it was claimed 
American made goods were sold in foreign countries at a 
much lou'er price than the same goods could be bought for 
iu the United States. This anomaly might not be absolute 
proof of outrageously high tariff, but it strougiy pointed that 
way. There may be instances where it is ‘ sound business 
policy to send surplus goods abroad and sell them at an 
actual loss, rather than disturb the home market by over­ 
loading. But while isolated cases of this kind might be 
passed by as undeserving of serious attention, the American 
consumer does not take kindly to being called upon as a 
general thing to pay more for American made goods than a 
foreign consumer. It is unnatural, and out of joint with 
the ordinary laws of business. These inconsistencies, and 
the creation of colossal fortunes iu au incredibly short time, 
caused the agitation for revision to become popular. Of 
course, while the tariff was under discussion, some discrepan­ 
cies on the other side—namely, where the tariff was too low 
to afford adequate protection— might also be rectified. But 
the moving spirit was for lower duties, and there is no doubt 
when the work is complete that this idea will be fully vindi­ 
cated iu the revised tariff.

C entral Asia.

the Swedish explorer, \v*,s this: In 
February, ISOfV. St-pn Modín started 
eastward, exploring the country be­ 
tween the Kashgar and Yarkand riv­ 
ers, proceeding In Api II lo cross the 
Tnkln Mnknn desert, between (bo 
Yarkand and Khntan rivera. 
Never 
before had any known traveler at 
tempted to exploit a course amid I lie 
eternal sea of shifting sand hills from 
river to river 
The tale of that little, 
travel worn, bedraggled group, far be­ 
yond the last watering place, envel­ 
oped In dust, stumbling along through 
tin- dreary hut agitated desert sen by 
crooks apd roundabout ways, with 
desolation spread around and every 
trace of life departed, was a weird 
and pathetic one. “Not even a lly was 
to be heard in the air, not even a yel­ 
low leaf broke the monotony.” 
And ever at Ihelr head was the 
sturdy figure of the Swedish explorer, 
compass In hand, still enthusiastic, 
guiding them as best ho could through 
the death shrouded wilderness. 
At 
length the camels had to eat their 
straw saddles, and the last of the 
bread was gone. 
Horrors followed. 
As men and camels drbpped out of 
the lino they were Immediately envel­ 
oped in the whirling sand shroud and 
never seen again. 
The end came on May 5, when Sven 
Media, crawling on all fours, dragged 
himself across the dry bed of the 
Khotan river. “All of a sudden a duck 
flow Into the air and wafer splashed,"’ 
he wrote. Two of Ids followers were 
all that survived, and It Is doubtful 
whether even those two would have 
lived to tell th e .ta le had not Sven 
Hedhi carried back water for them in 
Ills boots.

Two Brave W om en Who Outwitted a 
Band of Indians. 
One summer afternoon In 1770 Je­ 
mima Boone and two sisters named 
Callaway while boating on the Ken­ 
tucky allowed their canoe to drift 
close to the opposite bank. Mere, be­ 
hind a bush, five Shawnee warriors 
were In hiding, and, although the spot 
was not more than a quarter of a mile 
from Boonesborough, one of the Sliaw- 
nees struck boldly out Into the water, 
seized the canoe and dragged It to 
shore with Its scream ing occupants. 
Once iu the pow er of the Indians, 
however, (hese youthful daughters of 
the wilderness betrayed a wonderful 
self possession and resourcefulness. 
They knew enough of Indian customs 
to realize that if their strength fulled 
them anil .they should prove unequal 
to the long march to the Shawnee 
towns on the Ohio they would be 
slaughtered mercilessly. So they sti­ 
fled sobs and calmly accompanied their 
captors without protest or struggle. 
At every opportunity, though, they 
secretly tore little pieces from their 
clothing and attached them to bushes 
on the trail. Nothing more was need­ 
ed to inform Boone and his fellow set­ 
tlers, who had quickly started In pur­ 
suit. that they were on the right track, 
and on the second day of the captivity 
they caught up with the Indians. A 
volley laid two Shawnees low, the rest 
fled, and by the close of another day 
the girls were safe in the arms of 
their thankful mothers.—H. Addington 
Bruce in Smith's Magazine.

Amador County 


Descriptive Article 


A m ador county comprises an area of 
M8 sq u are miles. 
It lies on th e wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
an d em o races within its te rrito ry all 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climatoi-'-The climate of th e popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as gonial 
and healthful asean bo found anywhere 
in California. 
As climato is one of the 
most valuable assets of th is favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. 
I t should, and no d o u b t will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
but for th e residents of o th e r parts of 
California. The tompcruture alone tho 
cen tral portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above /.ero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in th e sum­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in th e settled 
districts, and never rem ains on tho 
ground for moro than a few hours. 
Of 
course, in the high m ountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy— which is characteristic of tho 
entire S ierra Nevada range. T h e sum­ 
mer season is alvvtiy accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. 
Fogs aro rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
G old Mining.—The county, although 
rich in othor sources or w ealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz m ines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in A m erica are lo­ 
cated hero. 
The Kennedy m ine is now 
tak in g gold in liberal q u an tities from 
q u a rtz extracted from a d e p th of over 
3000 feet below tho surface, w ith every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a m uch greater depth. 
Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county ha9 contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to th e world's 
supply of the precious m etal. 
Tho 
mines are still yielding at t h e rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
N early all of this wealth is produced by 
e ig h t or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “mother lode,” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly 
direction a distance 
of twenty 
miles. 
T he mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ploym ent for over 1000 m iners. 
This 
industry is still in its infancy. 
The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
m ain gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
g round th a t has actually been worked 
or prospeeted. 
The county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in tho world for tho 
investm ent of capital in th e fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the m o th e r lode, but also in th e almost 
untouched mineralized co u n try oi the 
east bolt, some tenor twelve miles from 
th e m ain lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de 
posits of pottery, coal, im arb e, slate, 
lim estone,"granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
A gricultural Capabilities. —T he agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the m ineral riches. 
The valley lands 
will produce anything t h a t can bo 
grow n in the most favored sections. 
In t h e foothill lands all k in d s of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
v o g e ta b la are raised w here irrigation 
is practicable along the num erous water 
courses. 
F u rth e ru p in th e mountains, 
at an altitude of 20UÜ to ‘2500 feet, tho 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. 
A ready m ark et for 
m any times tho quantity now raised of 
these commodities can be found fin the 
various mining towns. 
G ra p e culture and w inem aking are 
becoming importunt industries, 
both 
th e grapes and wine com m anding a 
b etter price than the p ro d u ct of the 
lowland. 
L an d is cheap compared with othor 
California lands. Im proved farm s may 
be secured for one-fourth tho price 
c u rre n t in some places. 
Unimproved 
lands can bo had from $5 to $10 per 
acre. 
I t does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. 
T here is room for 
a la rg e addition to our agriculural pop­ 
ulation. 
Vast tracts now devoted to 
ca ttle ranges might be m ade th e homes 
of h uudreds of prosperous farm ers. 
A m ad o r has a populasion of less than 
12000. T hree fourths of th is is concen­ 
tra te d in a strip of three milus above 
and below tho mineral belt. 
Jackson, tho couuty seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and isan incorporated 
city oi the sixth class. 
O th e r towns 
are S u tte r Creek, Aumdor City, Dry- 
town, Plymouth, Volcano, Pine Grove 
and O leta. lone City is th o metropolis 
of th o vulloy section, a th riv in g town 
of 10U0 inhabitants. 
T h e community is law a b id in g . Edu­ 
cational facilities are excellent 
A 
school house is within easy reach of 
n early eyory family. T h ere is one high 
school, located ut lone. 
T h o assessment roll for 1907 L$5.- 
800,793, and the tax rate for both state 
aud county purposes $2 on th o $100. 
T h e Southern Paeitie has a brunch 
railroad running to lone. 
From this 
point tho lone and Eastern railroad ex­ 
tends 14 milus further to th e mining 
section. 
T h o various religious denominations 
unit fraternal organizations are well 
rep rese n te d . 
T h o power plant of th o Standard 
i'll ee trio Co—one of tho larg o it in the 
w orld—islooated four uillos from Jaok- 
sou.

PAPER FOR MONEY. 


Extrem e Cere an d Secrecy Used In It* 
M an u fa c tu re . 
Tile various 
great nation* devote 
nmch study to the Improvement of 
their secret processes of manufactur­ 
ing paper for money and banknotes, 
the principal object being, of course, 
to render counterfeiting 
more 
nnd 
more difficult. 
Our own government guards with 
exircine pure every detail of tho man­ 
ufacture of till* paper, laying speclnl 
Importance upon Its secret of getting 
silk I bread Into tho composition of the 
paper Itself. 
Tlie efforts of tlds government, how­ 
ever, are not nearly so painstaking ns 
those put forth in making tho flimsy 
paper used for llnnk of England notes, 
which nre probably the finest paper 
money In the world. 
Tirase notos uro 
manufactured from fine Irish linen, 
nnd the peculinr properties of the Test 
water (so called from the river of t lint 
name) produce p aper of a purity nnd 
texture unsurpassed. 
The secret of 
the security of tho nank of England 
note against, forgery nnd counterfeit­ 
ing Is said to lie entirely In tho paper 
Itself nnd not in the printing. 
In addition, t lie notes show n water­ 
mark so cleverly devised that an ex­ 
pert from the mill can tcli by a glance 
at the date of manufacturo the very 
name of the employee who made it. 
The watermark Is produced by a de­ 
sign countersunk in the woven wire 
bottoms of the tray s in which the hot 
paper pulp is poured anil dried. It has 
never been successfully Imitated. 
Extraordinary precautions are taken 
for the security of the mill where these 
notes are made, ns well as of every­ 
thing in the mill. 
There Is. of course, 
a staff of police constantly In attend­ 
ance nnd a private wire to police head­ 
quarters, nine miles away. 
The watchmen who patrol the mill 
corridors every night must pnss a t 
each quarter of an hour clocks of won­ 
derfully Ingenious construction, the re­ 
volving dials of which are pierced with 
holes, which a t the precise moment 
the watchman Is due before them pass 
over a slot. 
T h e watchman pushes 
through a peg lie carries, and the clock 
ticks on. 
Should he not present him ­ 
self at the m om ent scheduled for him 
to appear, however, tlie timepiece im ­ 
mediately sounds nn alarm.—New York 
Tribune.

ICEBERGS. 


How T h o se Found In the N o rth A t­ 
lantic Are Formed. 
The distance covered by an iceberg 
of the nortli Atlantic from the time 
It is form ed until it reaches th e banks 
is fully 2,500 miles. It may have been 
afloat for a year, exposed to wide 
changes of temperature, battered by 
ice floes, possibly other bérgs and 
ceaselessly washed by the waves. Yet 
some of those feen 2,000 miles south 
of their starting point are nearly 300 
feet in height and truly of majestic 
proportions, often 1,000 or more feet 
in length, while it is an established 
scientific fact that so much more of 
the bulk is under water than is visible 
that the largest bergs may extend into 
tlie ocean to n depth of over half a 
mile. 
Their enormous size when they be­ 
come detached from the glaciers is 
proved by the observations of explor­ 
ers nlong the Greenland coast. 
A few 
years ago a berg was measured as 
nearly as possible around the edges. 
This distance was about five miles. 
It had several peaks estim ated to 
range from 300 to 500 feet high. Judg­ 
ing from its appearance, it w a s a solid 
mass th a t had separated la its entirety 
from the glacial edge of Greenland. 
As arctic navigators who venture 
far north often see a score or mure of 
great bergs In a day, the tremendous 
glacial activity lu this region can be 
appreciated. 
The majority of these 
that d rift to the Grand b anks come 
from Melville bay. 
Some of the dis­ 
tinct glaciers that terminate the Green­ 
land ice cap on this coast extend along 
it a distance of fully twenty-five miles. 
Their thickness or height ca n only be 
estimated, but in places near the open 
sea It Is believed to be several hun­ 
dred feet. 
Recent examinations of this coast 
show th a t during the short summer 
the form ation of bergs In the bay is 
almost continuous. The glacial move­ 
ment keeps pressing the ice forward 
until n thick stratum often projects 
many feet beyond that beneath. 
After 
a tim e the great weight overcomes tho 
tensile strength of the m ass and it 
falls Into the sea, and a berg Is cre­ 
ated.—Day Allen Willey in Scientific 
American.

Juvenile Court. 
Eaily this week the pranks of little 
Katie Dalporta in stealiug a 920 piece 
as stated in another column, led to 
the initial steps being taken to or­ 
ganize or appoiut a jnvemie court, 
in accordance with a law passed by 
the last legislature. This institution 
was iutended to meet the require­ 
ments of the large cities. 
In small 
counites like Amador there is not 
rnuob need of them. 
Rut it is made 
maudatory to have one. and the ap­ 
pointment of t.iie membets constitut­ 
ing the court rests entirely witb the 
judge of the superior court. 
On 
Monday Judge Wood appointed the 
following as the members of the 
juvenile court of this county; 
A. 
Hiuocchio, Mrs Margaret Hregory, 
Mrs Mary Meehan of Jackson; Mrs 
Johanna A. Nixou of Sutter Creek; 
Allen McWayue of Drytowu; Erie 
Schmidt of lone, and Henry Myers 
of Plymouth. 
What this court is required to do, 
or the scope ot its work is not easy 
to understand. 
It seems to have no 
independent jurisdiction, and very 
little power. The superior court is 
uo.v, as it was before the new jaw was 
framed, the whole tiling in tho com­ 
mitment of juvenile offenders. 
The 
memheis serve without compensation. 
It is more of a formal proceeding 
than auytbiug else. 
Under the law a 
probation officer can also tie uppoiut 
ed by the superior judge of each 
county, lie is paid u salary, not less 


than 910 par month.

World iu this particular. 
Japan’s 
luterest-bearing debt iu 
1878 was 
$33,000,090. iu 1909 it is, in round 
figures til, 120,000,000. 
Tbe Intel out- 
hearing debt uf the United States was 
$1,800,000,000, Iu 1H78. 
It is #913,­ 
000,000 tuduy. While our debt is only 
about halt' us great as it was thirty- 
cue years ago, Japan’s is thirty-four 
times as large us it wus at that time. 
And while we were reducing our in­ 
debtedness our population was grow­ 
ing rapidly. 
Tim minimi 
interest 
charge un our debt amounted to 82 
for euob mini, woman and child in 
tbe country iu 1878. It Is 22 cents in 
1909. 
In tbe thirty-one yeurs iu 
which uur debt was cut iu half our 
ugggi'oguto wealth wus tripled, 
in­ 
creasing troui 810,UUU,000,000 in 1878 
to *120,000.000,000 in 1909.—St. Louis 
Globa Deuiociut. 


The South African Ostrich. 
Since coining to South Africa it 
has been our privilege to 
beeome 
more or less familiar with tbe ostrich 
and some of its queer habits. 
it is 
one ot the iurgost birds of the present 
day. 
'There was a much larger bird, 
however, in Madagascar iu prehis­ 
toric times. 
A leg of this extinct 
bird, measuring nearly five feet, and 
an egg a foot long, are on exhibition 
in tbe Cape 'town Museum. 
The ostrich is from six to eight 
feet high when it bolds its bead and 
neck upright, and has an unoauaily 
small head iu proportion to its body. 
Sometimos the male roars not un­ 
like the iion ; this is done by enlarg­ 
ing the neck, midway between tbe 
bead and tbe body, until it is as 
large as a child's head. 
'The air is 
torcibiy blown through tho throat, 
and tbo sound, onoe beard/-can never 
bo mistaken. 
Thn ostrich has been 
domesticated withiu I be Inst fifty 
years. 
Statistics show thut in 1895 
only eight biids were iu captivity. 
A few wild birds aro still to 
be 
found, but nearly ail have become 
domesticated, in 1 DU-1 tbere were 357,- 
9/U birds here in Cupe Colony. 
The 
birds breed onen a yeur, and can 
batch sixteen or seventeen eggs, if a 
person is caught iu the opeu by the 
male bird, there is only one thing to 
do—Jie on the ground until bolp ar­ 
rives, or perhaps be may tiro of your 
presence, and, after a time, leave of 
his own accord. 
The triumphant 
bird usually aits on bis vioim until 
driven olf. 
it has not been scien­ 
tifically determined just bow long tin 
ostrich will sit upon a man, but it is 
usually long enough. 
The young h|rdn, not unlike tbe 
natives of South Africa, are 
very 
fond of dancing. 
They wiii spread 
their wings and whirl around mauy 
times iu tbe most fautastio fashion. 
They oro also foud of eating all sorts 
of tilings. 
1 once gave a bird an 
Amerouii biscuit, which stopped in 
Ills throat for u timo, but finally 
disappeared. They will swallow u 
small ear 
ot corn 
without any 
ditliculty. or try to take a wutob 
chain; iu fact, unything that is Joose. 
An ostrich died at Montague in 
1839 ut the estimated ago of fifty live 
yeois.

FOREST FIRES. 


lhe attention of ail persons who 
inhabit the forest or brush-covered 
areas of California is called to tbe 
following provisions 
of tbe State 
Forest Laws relating to forest fires: 
Under Statutes 1907. Chapter 539. 
it is a misdemeanor, punishable by u 
flue ot not less than $25 nor more 
Iban $500, or imprisonment not less 
tban fifteen days nor more than six 
moutbs, or both, to commit any of 
tbe following acts: 
1. To build a lire even on your own 
laud without first securing a written 
permit from a duly appointed fire­ 
warden, except camp (ires, which 
may be built on uueuclosed lands if 
tbe owner has not forbidden then 
building iu uny way, and piovlded 
the builder of a camp fire totally ex­ 
tinguishes it before leaving. 
Fires 
may also be built without permit to 
facilitate redwood logging and back­ 
fires may be sot iu a caretul manner 
to stop tbe spread ot u lire then 
actually burning. 
2. J'j set tires on the lands of an­ 
other excepting camp fires built 
under the conditions outlined above. 
3. To allow a lire, unlawfully set, 
to escape from the control of tbe per­ 
son having charge thereof, or to 
spread to the lauds ot auothor. 
i. Jt is unlawful to use uuy engine 
or boiler, burning fuel other than 
oil, unless tbu engine or boiler is 
equipped with adequate oevices to 
prevent tbe escape of lire from any 
part. 
5. Also to rofuse to obey tbo sum­ 
mons of any state firewarden to light 
fire. 
The heavy raintaU of licit winter 
stimulated a strong growth of grass 
and other vegetation. 
ibis has now 
become dry aud bigblv inflammable, 
if a file is started it will be almost 
impossible to chock it owing to tbo 
great amount of fuel. For this reusou 
it is doubly necessary to pay strict 
attention to tbo forest laws during 
this summer. The uuuuui loss to tho 
stutu from forest ilres amounts into 
the hundreds of thousuuds of dollars, 
yet most, of the fires aro started care­ 
lessly. 
Make it u point to obey tbe 
forest luws yourself and to sup| ort 
your llrewardeii, whose name will bo 
be fuuud on tbo appended list. If 
you have evidence to show thut tbe 
forest laws have beeu violated, piuee 
it in tlio huuds of your dibtuefc attor­ 
ney or notify the slate forester ut 
Sacramento. 
All violators of the 
forest luws will bo prosecuted vigor­ 
ously.

Their Peculiar Methods In Teaching 
snd Studying. 
"An Arab school.” said a traveler, 
“Is one of lhe most Interesting plnces 
In Cairo to visit. The children, with 
the school master, sit upon the lloor or 
the ground In n semicircle, nnd onch 
has a inblct of wood which Is painted 
white nnd upon which the lessons ere 
written. When tho Inttrr arc lenrned 
they are washed out nnd replaced by 
other lessons. 
"During study hours the Aral) schools 
remind one of Die Chinese, for Hie 
children all study aloud, nnd as they 
client they rock back nnd forth like 
trccR In n storm, and tills movement Is 
continued for an hour or more nt n 
(line. The schoolmaster rocks back nnd 
forth also, nnd altogether the school 
presents n most novel appearance ns 
woll ns sound. Worshipers in tiie 
mosques nlwnys move nbout while re­ 
citing the Koran, ns this movement is 
believed to assist the memory. 
"Tiie desks of the Arab schools nre 
old contrivances of pnlm sticks, upon 
which is placed the Koran or one of 
tho thirty sections of it. After learn­ 
ing the alphabet the boys take up the 
study of the Koran, memorizing entire 
chapters of It until tho sacred book is 
entirely familiar. 
“A peculiar method Is followed in 
learning the Koran. The stqdy begins 
with the opening chapter, nnd from 
this it skips to the last. The last but 
one is then learned, then the last but 
two, mid so on in inverted order, end­ 
ing finally with tho second chnpter. 
“During the student’s progress it is 
customnry for the school master to 
send on tho wooden tablet a lesson 
painted in black nnd red and green to 
the father, who returns it after inspec­ 
tion with a couple of plasters pasted 
upon it. Tbe salaries of the school­ 
masters are very meager indeed.”— 
Washington Herald.

Entirely independent of the proposition whether or not 
the supervisors have a right to purchase the Big Bar toll 
bridge, under the existing conditions, there is another legal 
question involved which is worthy of consideration. 
W e 
have heard it said— and from a trustworthy source, that the 
purchase of this bridge is contemplated on the installment 
plau. 
There is no money available in the county treasury 
to purchase it outright for cash. 
But this fact seems not to 
phase the promoters in the least. 
If they haven’t the money 
to pay down the credit of the counties concerned is good, and 
deferred payments will answer every purpose, equally as 
well as cpot cash. 
This sort of talk may be all very well 
for individuals to indulge in; but with governing bodies it is 
different. 
Their conduct is fenced around with clear-cut 
statutory provisions. 
W here is the authority conferred up­ 
on them to buy a bridge— or anything else for that matter— 
on credit. 
On the contrary there is a strong prohibitory 
provision coucerning such a cause, which the supervisors 
will do well to ponder over. 
Here it is: 
* 


N o county shall incur any indebtedness or lia­ 
bility in any manner or for auy purpose, exceeding 
in auy year the income and reveuue provided for it 
for such year, without the assent of two thirds of 
the qualified electors rhereof, voting at an election 
to be held for that purpose, nor unless before or at 
the time of incurring such indebtedness provision 
shall be made for the collection of an annual tax 
sufficient to pay the interest on such indebtedness 
as it falls due, and also to constitute a sinking fund 
for the payment of the principal thereof, within 
twenty years from the time of contracting the same. 
A uy indebtedness or liabitity incurred contrary to 
this provision shall be void.
